
Garrison Probe 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Dis- 
trict Atty. Jim Garrison 
charged Wednesday that Edgar 
Eugene Bradley did “wilfully 
and unlawfully conspire with 
others to murder John F. Ken- 
nedy. M 

It was a new name and a 
fresh charge in Garrison’s con- 
troversial Kennedy assassins- 
Uon probe. Bradley was not 
identified in the announcement. 

The 6-foot-6 district attorney 
filed a similar charge last 
March l against a wealthy, re- 
tired New Orleans businessman 
Clay L. Shaw, 54. No trial date 
has been set in that case. 

“Like Clay Shaw, Bradley’s 


name did not come up in the 
federal ‘investigation’ of the as- 
sassination nor is his name 
mentioned anywhere in the 26 
volumes of the Warren Report 
‘inquiry* into the case,’’ said 
Garrison’s announcement. 

Garrison filed a bill of infor- 
mation naming Bradley as a 
conspirator in the murder of the 
President with the Orleans Par- 
ish clerk of court’s office. 

Bradley’s name was not listed 
in either the New Orleans tele- 
phone book or the city directo- 
ry.
